evening, April 1st, was born in Nauvoo, 
III., April 13,1844. Her father and mother 
were both devoted disciples of the Mor- 
mon faith. When she was four years old 
the family removed lo Utah 
At the age 


ol 8, and again at 16, she WHS baptized 
according to the usages of the Mormon 
Church. The latter ceremony was in con- 
nection With the dramatic creuionies of 
the Endowment House. She contracted 
her first marriage at Ihe age of IS, the 
issue t>( which was two tons, who, with 
her mother, constitute Mrs. Young's fam- 
ily. This marriage proved loo unhappy 
to be endured, and, yielding to the posi- 
tive advice of her parents and friends, 
she consented to divorce. For two years, 
in Ilia society of her parents and children, 
she lived a comparatively happy life; 
then, suddenly, she waa made to experi 
ence the Stirling, withering influence of 
polygamy. Many people wonder how she 
caine to marry Brigham Young; and tome, 
whose prejudices run before their knowl- 
edge, condemn her for doing so. But 
from infancy she was taught that the 
Mormon faith, including polygamy, em- 
braced all religious tru,th and revealed 
Ihe will of God. Although she had al- 
ways shrunk from polygamy, she felt that 
her repulsion was sinful; and every Mor- 
mon was taught that to disobey Brigham 
Young was, in eft'ect, to disobey God.— 
In 1808, Brigham visited her parents' 
house, and al once claimed her for his 
own. The thought of such a union waa a 
horror to her, and for a year she resisted; 
but all motives which could influence a 
conscientious woman, desirous of doing 
riglit, united lo force her to yield. The 
true character of Brigham soon became 
evident to her—his selfishness, coarse- 
ness and hypocrisy. For five years she 
endured the bondage with ever deepening 
disgust, until faith in the system was 
gone.
